"rate of muscle oxidation for the 
rats in the anti-oxidant groups 
was 50 percent lower than the 
rate for the rats in the control 
group. 

Some of the rats that were 
not fed anti-oxidants were 
exercised: regularly, and they, 
too, showed a decrease in mus- 
cle oxidation. 

“We were surprised to see 
that regular exercise training 
was about as effective in reduc- 
„рр levels of oxidation as a diet 
of anti-oxidants," Leeuwen- 
burgh said. "The combined 
effect of anti-oxidants and 
exercise, however, didn't cause 
a significantly lower level of 
muscle oxidation, which was 
interesting." 

< The study also was the first 
of its kind:to show that levels 
of oxidation in the body can be 
determined non-invasively, by 
using specific markers in the 
urine. This will allow people to 
measure their'levels of muscle 
oxidatjon more quickly and

“This marker could be useful 
in assessing a variety of condi- 
tions, like Alzheimer’s, 
atherosclerosis, cancer and the 
aging process itself," Leeuwen- 
burgh said. "They've all been 
associated with increased free- 
radical formation, which can 
be detected in-the urine.” 

A` previous study by 
Leeuwenburth also showed, 
that a decrease in caloric 
intake, which can lead to а 
longer life span. because of а 
reduction in the body’s\rate of 
metabolism, also causes à sim- 
ilar decrease in, skeletal muscle 
oxidation. 

Leeuwenburgh recommends 
an increase of daily anti-oxi- 
dant intake, especially in the | 
form of vitamin E, because ti 
also has been proven to protect 
against. heart disease. In addi- 
tion, he says that! exercising 
more and eating less - both of 
which have been promoted for 
years as ways to stay healthy 
in everydáy life - also will 
increase the human life span 
and help people stay younger 
longer.

А child skips one school day 
after another. Thé teacher and 
principal blame the parents for 
not disciplining the youngster, 
while mom and dad ‘fault the 
school for not giving the child 
the benefit of the doubt. 

This tug-of-war js no child's 
game when it frequently 
makes the problem of truancy 
worse, a new University of 
Florida study suggests. 

*Parents and schools often 
polarize, and the child loses 
out when these two key play- 
ers are not able-to resolve their 
differences," said David Hefty, 
who did the research for his 
doctoral dissertation at UF in 
mental health counseling. “Тһе 
impact is like having two con- 
flicting parents. The child. is 
able to work’ one against Ше 

other.” 

An estimated 8 to 20 TN 
of American students are 
absent from school each day 
without a valid.excuse, said 
Hefty, who in early 1998 stud- 
ied 50 Alachua County fami- 
lies with truant, children and 
50 families without such a 
problem. ' 

“Truancy is a serious social 
problem because it impacts us 
at so many different levels," he 
said.. "Students who' skip 
School are'at increased risk for 


` poor academic performance, 


dropping out of school, depres- 
sion, unemployment and. even 
substance abuse in later life. 
Also at the community level, 
research has shown time and 
time again a relationship

For school districts, regular 
student attendance is impor- 
tant because it affects the 
amount of state funding they 
receive, Hefty said.

The problem has worsened, 
as society has become more 
transitory, Hefty said. “There 
isn’t that old school marm 
stereotype that there was 
years ago, when there was a 
much . closer relationship : 
"between the school and fami- 
lies than there is now,” he said. 

Truancy occurs for a variety 
of social and economic reasons, 
said Hefty, who also works as 


program director for the .. 


Alachua County Truancy Cen- 
ter. ” 

“It’s common ‘for us to 
éncounter youth who: skip 
stheol to go out and work at a 
paying job because they don’t 
have. money for shoes or 
clothes and ‘аге embarrassed 
by their appearance," he said. 
*Or a child may have to 
babysit at home. At the truan- 
cy center, law enforcement 
have even. brought in youth 
who were prostituting all 
night.'For those children, , 
school is not even a considera; 
tion.” 

Often, truancy comes as a 
complete surprise to parents, 
who may drop their children 
off at the bus stop and assume 
they arrive at school only to
